It is the desire that some Sugar Beets be-raised in the vicinity 
of Grand Rapids this year to help out on the sugar supply. They 
are a profitable crop and the following are the principal features 
of the contract between the company and the farmer. 


The beets shall be raised from seed furnished by the Company to be 


paid for by the Grower at the rate of 25 cents per pound payment theiefoi 
to be deducted from the first payment for beets delivered. Ihe title lo sa 
seed and to said crop of beets when same begin to grow, shall be and remain 
in the Company 


The beets are to be given due care and as far as practicable the Grower 


will follow instructions given by the Company m regard to preparing the 
soil, seeding, cutilvating, harvesting, caring for and delivering them. In 
harvesting, the tops and crowns upon which the leaves have grown shaU 
be cut off squarely, removing all that portion from which the leaves have 
grown. 


The beets shall be harvested and delivered at such times and in such 


quantities as may be directed by the Company, but the Company will not 
require the Grower to hold the beets later than December 20th. All beets 
not delivered by the grower prior to Nov.. 20th shall be properly pitted 
which shaU mean covered sufficiently to prevent freezing .withering and 
consequent reduction in weight and loss of sugar. The Company shall not 
be Hable to receive or pay for beets which are rotten or otherwise unfit or 
undesirable for making sugar. 


In loading, the Grower shall exercise'due care to prevent stones, sticks, 


beet leaves dirt or any other refuse from becoming mixed with the beets. 


: 
All wagons used in hauling and delivering beets urider this^contract, must 
haveboxes with tight sides, ends and bottoms^ind shall be tree from holes 
and cracks of any g0rt. Beets must be forked from the wagons with a beet 
fork containing not over seven tines and all dirt remaining in the wagons 
must not be removed until weighed back with the vjagons. 


The beets shall be weighed and tared at the receiving station by the 


Company's representative. Settlement shall be made on the basis of such- 
weights on the 15th of the month following delivery. 


The Company will pay for all beets delivered under this contract at the 


rate of $10.00 per ton net weight.

It is the desire that some Sugar Beets be raised in the vicinity 
oi] Grand Rapids this year to help out on the sugar supply. 
They 


are a profitable crop and the following are the principal features 
of the contract between the company and the farmer. 


The beets shall be raised from seed furnished by the Company to be 


paid for by the Grower at the rate of 25 cents per pound, payment therefor 
to be deducted from the first payment for beets delivered, The title to said 
seed and to said crop of beets when same begin to grow, shall be and remain 
in the Company 


The beets are to be given due care and as far as practicable the Grower 


will follow instructions given by the Company in regard to preparing the 
soil, seeding, cutilvating, harvesting, caring for and delivering them. In 
harvesting, the tops and crowns upon which the leaves have grown shall 
be cut off squarely, removing all that portion from which the leaves have 
grown. 


The beets shall be harvested and delivered at such times and in such 


quantities as may be directed by the Company, but the Company will not 
require the Grower to hold the beets later than December 20th. All beets 
not delivered by the grower prior to Nov.. 20th shall be properly pitted, 
which shall mean covered sufficiently to prevent freezing ,withering and 
consequent reduction in weight and loss of sugar, The Company shall not 
be liable to receive or pay for beets which are rotten or otherwise unlit or 
undesirable for making sugar. 


In loading, the Grower shall exercise'due care to prevent stones, sticks, 


beet leaves, dirt or any other refuse from becoming mixed with the beets. 
All wagons used in hauling and delivering beets under this contract, must 
have boxes with tight sides, ends and bottoms and shall be free from holes 
and cracks of any sort. Beets must be forked from Ithe wagons with a beet 
fork containing not over seven tines and all dirt remaining in the wagons 
must not be removed until weighed back with the wagons. 


The beets shall be weighed and tared at the receiving station by the 


Company's representative.. Settlement shall be made on the basis of such- 
weights on the 15th of the month following delivery. 


The Company will pay for all beets delivered unlder this contract at the

They must ho drilled.until they feel their respira- 
tors' aro a pnrt of their dross—moro necessary 
t h a n n pair of shoos, for they must never depart 
from them. 


They must lenrn to give the alarm Instinctively 


and to hnvo such confidence In their masks that 
under no circumstances will they take them off.

to be deducted from the first payment for beets delivered. T he title towud

Every- day flnds the allies in a bet- 


ter, position to resist with definite suc- 
cess the great German offensive, ac- 
cording TO tin official review by the 
British military attache here. Ameri- 
can. French and British reserves are 
pouring in daily to help check the 
German drive, the review declares. 


"The opening of the third week of 


fighting east of Aiuleus,'' says the re- 
view, "finds the position of the allies 
steadily 'improving. 


"A very strong effort by the enemy 


to drive down the Soiiiine 1o Amiens, 
during which he used about tweniy- 
tive divisions on a front of a few miles, 
was stopped last week with complete 
success; only in one place was the Ger- 
man lines udvau.ced.-and then only to a 
depth of less than a mile on a uarrow 
front. 


"North of Albert the British ad- 


vance beat off repeated and vicious at- 
tacks without tending. 


"Near Montdidier, the French with- 


drew a short distance to strong posi- 
tions. 
The enemy Is nowhere within 


nine miles of Amiens; he is still three 
miles distant at his farthest point of 
advance from the main Amiens-Paris 
railway, the cutting of which would 
bring him no real victory. 
The best 


proof of his discomfiture is the use 
that he is making of'minor incidents 
for window-dressing purposes. 


"The Germans are gloating over the 


capture of Pierremande and Folem- 
bray, In the neighborhood of Chauny 
and the forest of Courey. 
As a mat- 


ter of fact these 'successes' are value- 
less. 


"A short time ago In the course of 


tlie steady advance of the British army 
in Palestine a small force was thrown 
•cross the Jordan to cut the Hedjaa 
railway. Its work done.. It retired from 
the waterless waste through which the 
railway runs and rejoined the army. 
This retirement was advertised by the 
Germans as a triumph for the Turks, 
who are alleged to have thrown the 
British force back over the Jordan.

Officials made plain that they de- 


plored the incident, both because of 
the effect in this country and also be- 
cause It Is feared reprisals may be 
made In Germany on Americans. 


Until power is given the federal gov- 


ernment, as provided in a pending bill, 
to punish persons making disloyal ut- 
terances, department of justice ollicials 
fear more lynchings. 


This outbreak was the first report 


reaching here of such extreme mob 
violence to a German, although officials 
who have observed the general feel- 
ing ngainst Germans have feared such 
occurrences. 


Springfield, 111., April S.—In a state- 


ment Governor Lowden declared he 
would use the force of his oflice to see 
that persons guilty of the lynching were 
brought to punishment.

For every mask made there Is at least one ex- 


tra canister. These canisters are detachable from 
the tube. When a canister has lost Its efllcieucy, 
it can be detached and a new canister put on. 


About the first thing n soldier wants to knosv 


about a gas musk Is how much protection it af- 
fords him. The host answer to this question is 
that the present American mask aR'ords more pro- 
tection than any device in existence. 
The chem- 


icals In the canister will neutralize the heaviest 
concentrations of gases for n period at least ten 
tlm'os longer than the possible duration of any 
gas attack. 


In every knapsack Is a record card, on which 


nach soldier must enter the time that his mask 
has been exposed to gas. 
This record, combined 


with subsequent examination, makes it possible to 
judge accurately when there Is any danger of the 
chemical being worn out. 
Before that point is 


reached a new mask Is Issued. 


While the main function of the field supply sec- 


tion Is to supply gas masks, It Is also responsible 
for the supply of all other gas-defense equipment. 
This includes masks tor horses,- which consist of 
several layers of fabric 'which are 
Impregnated 


with neutralizing chemicals. 
Trench or flapper 


fans must also be supplied In considerable num- 
ber. 
Oxygen Inhalers and oxygen bottles for use 


In field and base hospitals are also supplied in 
large numbers. Instruments for the detection of 
gas and the spreading ot ga.s alarms nre necessary. 
Tliesc consist of horns, rattles and special detect- 
ing devices. 


There is perhaps no feature of'modern warfare 


In which the psychological element Is more impor- 
tant, than lu connection with gas. Gases are un- 
cuiiny to the untrained man. Every soldier must 
he. made to understand that there is no protection 
except the gas mask, and he must believe in the 
value of his equipment. He must realize that the 
equipment itself will not do the work unless he is 
s k i l l f u l In adjusting it quickly find being accus- 
tomed to wear it without feeling hampered. 


Koports ot' gas attacks show that the casualties 


m;e caused, not so much by defective masks, as by 
lack of training. Here are excerpts from official 
reports from the western front, giving reasons for 
gas casualties: 


"Officers and men sleeping In dugouts without 


having their masks attached to them, or being 
caught away from their dugouts without their 
masks." 


"'Men In support trenches not getting the warn- 


ing In time." 


"Helmets being worn under overcoats, with con- 


sequent difficulty In getting them out and putting 
them on quickly." 


"Men 
thinking that gas was gone anil taking 


their masks off." 


Since casualties like these occur every time a 


gas attack Is made, it is obvious that simply to 
provide troops with gas maslcs ' is not enough. 
They must be drilled,until they feel their respira- 
tors are u part of their dress—more necessary 
than a pair of shoes, for they must never depart 
from them. 


They must learn to give the alarm Instinctively 


and to have such confidence In their masks that 
under no circumstances will they take them off. 
Tills means stiff military discipline. 
It neces- 


sitates training that Is different from anything 
that was ever attempted, since It deals with a 
weapon that Is noiseless and sometimes -Invisible. 


It is the work of the field training section of 


the gas-defense service to briug home to the Amer- 
ican soldiers the importance of his gas mask, to 
drill him In its use acrd to Inspire confidence in Its 
efficacy. 


The gas defense schools at all camps provide 


training in the theory and practice of gas de- 
fense. 


As In all other elements of warfare, the prin- 


ciples of defense can be comprehended only 
through- a knowledge of offensive tactics. 


In training troops, conditions are created in the 


field which resemble as nearly as possible actual' 
conditions encountered at the front. 
The stu- 


dent learns to get his mask on in a hurry, six sec- 
onds being the standard time when the knapsack 


containing the mask is hanging at the chest in the 
"alert position." 
Dexterity of motion must be de- 


veloped. 


Series of trenches with dugouts have been con- 


structed nt each cantonment. 
' A gas attack is arranged. 
The'class is placed 


in the trenches, each man is given a definite assign- 
ment, sentries are posted, the alarms. are made 
ready and the dugouts occupied. 
Without warn- 


ing clouds of smoke and chlorine are liberated by 
the Instructors. 
Masks are hurriedly put on, 


alarms sounded, sleeping men In dugouts aroused 
and the curtains lowered. The attack ceases, the 
trenches are cleared, the air tested, .and permis- 
sion to remove masks is given. Suddenly a sec- 
ond and more concentrated cloud comes over and 
the performance is repeated. 


Sometimes the class Is taken on a hike, prefer- 


ably at night 
Suddenly a report is heard and n 


harmless-looking smoke cloud arises 15 or 20 feet 
away and drifts towards the column. Woe to the 
man who does not get his mask on at once. 
The 


instructor has thrown a paper gas bomb, that may 
emit a vile and nauseating gas, or one that will 
sting the eyes more than the concentrated juice 
of a thousand onions. 


Gas warfare Is new. The methods ,of gas and 


shell and cloud attack are being changed almost 
daily. New conditions can only be met by thorough 
training and rigid discipline. 


The overseas section of the gas-defense service 


consists of about 15 officers and a number of en- 
listed men who win conduct a repair factory In 
France. - Masks with worn-out canisters will be 
sent to this country to be detached from the tube 
aie' new canisters put on. This section will also 
be equipped with sewing machines and other ap- 
pliances to do general repair work on the mask.
